CITIZENS of La Crosse, whatever their faith, 
V have rc;ison to join sincerely with the 
members of Bishop Sclnvcbaeh's Hock in mourn- 
ing his death. For the life of this veteran of 
•the church very greatly enriched the community 
in which he lived, physically as well as spirit- 
ually. The impress of his character and ideals 
is indelibly set upon this city in the schools and 
churches 'and institutions of public welfare 
which he founded, encouraged and supported 
through the many years of his life of spiritual 
.leadership. No leader of the people could be 
given a monument more to be coveted and dc- 
•sircd than this, for none could he. more eloquent 
of a spirit of service dedicated unswervingly to 
the uplifting and upbuilding of the bodies and 
souls of men. Bishop Sclnvcbach was never one 
1o seek the public favor and prominence, which 
his position as the spiritual shepherd of thous- 
ands of mcu and women commanded: we knew 
him rather as of a modest and retiring dispo- 
sition, reluctantly in the limelight,, and then 
only upon occasions of momentous and inspir- 
ing public importance. But "by their fruits shall 
ye know them", and Bishop Schwebach's works 
abundantly attest his devotion to those things 
Twhich cement and strengthen the city and the 
.nation, in righteousness, moral rectitude and 
public spirit. 


For his character as a man. as distinct from 


Ins priestly attributes, if such a distinction am 
lie -made of one whose life was so identified 
rwilh and absorbed in his calling, it speaks vol- 
jumcs that his death is most deeply felt by those 
rwlio knew Mm best, whose respect and friend- 
ship goes bade to the days when he was a sim- 
ple parish priest. As priest and bishop lie was 
•notable for his remarkable memory for people. 
31 is said of him that, meeting one whom lie had 
'sot seen for twenty years, he would ask after the 
•visitor's family by name, recalling incidents and 
relationships which would long have vanished 
from an ordinary memory. A remarkable feat, 
«nd yet entirely characteristic as rooted in a deep 
solicitude and wide-spread interest in the life 
and welfare of all with whom he came in con- 
Jact. One can scarcely think of a trait more 
perfectly in keeping with the spiritual calling, or 
jnorc expressive of ideal fitness for its duties of 
friendly guidance in all the affairs of life.

IRRESPECTIVE of whether Stale Supcrin-

tendcni Gary gave without reservation his
